A Preface to the following Account by the Publijher 
ofthefe TranfaEtions. 

A T the beginning of the 20th Volume of thele Pa¬ 
pers,an Account was promifedofa Curious Collecti¬ 
on of Plants and other Simples, gathered by Mr Samuel 
Brown , a Phyfician at Fort St George in the Eajl Indies . 
The performance of which promife has been hitherto 
delayed,becaufe fome of the Seeds were diftributed and 
raifed in the moft Curious Gardens in England , as at her 
Grace the Dutchefs of Beaufort’s at Badminton, the Right 
Reverend the Bifhop of Londons at Fulham, at Dr Ro» 
bert Vuedale’ S at Enfield, Mr Jacob Bobart’s in Oxford, 
Mr Du-Bow s at Mitcham, and Mr Sam. Doodys at the 
Apothecaries Garden in Chelfey. Some additional in¬ 
formations have been by this means received,and ’twas 
hoped more might have been had 5 and this has been 
the occafion of the delay of this account. 

It (hall contain the whole and entire Obfervations of 
Mr Brown, without any abridgment. His Obfervations 
fhall have his name fubfcribed to them, to diftinguilh 
them from the Remarks, defigned to be added by Mr 
Petiver, which will give his Thoughts and Difcoveries 
concerning th'efe Plants, he having obferved ’em in other 
Colledions,raifed in England from Seeds, or defcribed in 
Books already printed. He was thought the fitteft perfon, 
as well for his great abilities in this kind, as that they 
were gathered at his defire, and that Mr Brown,who pre- 
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fen ted them to the Company, refers in fome of thefe 
Books to fome of the fame kinds he had fent himbe* 
fore, as will appear hereafter. 

The Order in which they are defigned to be publijhed 
is fuch as they came over in : The firjl Book will be in 
this Tranfaclion, the others in thole fucceeding, as 
they can be got ready atGrefbamCollege, and for th ePrefs. 

The Plants themfelves, and the Original Papers of 
Mr Brown are kept in the fame Order , and with the 
fame Numbers in the Repoftory of the Society as they are 
here publilhed, for the infpection of the Curious, who 
are delired to handle them tenderly, left they Ihould 
be injuredj and the good intentions of the Eajl India 
Company and Royal Society be fruftrated, which are, 
that they may laft for the Information and Ufe of all 
inquilitive Perfans, and be forthcoming on all occaiions 
wherein they can be of Service. 

That they may be of great Ufe to the publick, is 
manifeft from this one particular. Some years ago, I 
think , ever fince the year 1672, a Root was made 
great Ufe of. with fome Succefs in Epileptick , Convul¬ 
sive or Head Difeafes. 3 ’twas . call’d by Dr Peachy, a 
Phylician fince dead, Cajfumumar, and a fheet of Paper 
was then printed of its Vertues. It feem’d to be a kind 
of Zedoary better than ordinary 5 but whence it came, 
or how to come by it, (the name being feign’d 
to hide it ) and , the perfon dead, none cou’d tel'. 
When I faw this Collection at the Eafl-India-houfe, I 
found amongft other things this Root by the name of 
Bengalle, and an account that it was much ufed by 
the Natives in the Indies. I told fome Drugjlers of 
this dilcovery, they fent for it, and have receiv’d it 
from the Indies by that name, and now it is better un- 
derftood, as will appear by thefe papers, and to be had 
in-greater plenty, fo that even the poorer fort of People 
may receive benefit by it at a more moderate price, and 
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the Merchant receive advantage by trading in a new 
Commodity. 

This is one of many Difcoveries which are already 
made by this Colle&ion, which I hope will fufficiently 
excufe me to thofe worthy perfons I mov’d to follicit in 
this affair that Honourable Company 3 who, upon un¬ 
demanding the matter, and the importance of it, very 
readily granted their requeft.

The Fruit , 
Leaves and Root beaten to mafh, and boyl’d in the 
Oyl preft out of the Nimbo Kernels, is by the Natives 
ufed dutwardly, and taken inwardly as a Soveraign 
Medicine againft the poifonous bites of venemous 
Serpents , &c. as alfo in the Palfe and old Aches , but 
they ufe not the Deco&ion of it in Wine nor Water, 
for Fevers, as the Dutch do. The Flowers are of an 
afh colour when frefh, and ftink after an odd manner 
which 1 can't defcribe. S. B.

Ray. H. PI. 284. and which Dr Moan in his Catalogue Ray H 8 fl‘ 
of Jamaica Plants,p. 125. obferves tofport very much j^p^ 7 / 
as well in its Heads as Leaves.; Yet this the Doftor fi-lay- PiX* 
gures as a Non-defcript.
